POLICY OF ENGLAND. 


President McKinley Has Not Yet Made 
Up His Mind Concerning the Fu- 
ture of “Our Depend- 
encies.”’

WASHINGTON, June 23.—A new execu- 
tive branch of the Government with the 
title “Department of Colonial Foreign Af- 
fairs and Foreign Commerce,’ or some- 
thing similar to it, is deemed by the Admin- 
istration absolutely necessary to meet the 
new conditions which confront the Untted 
States as a result of the war with Spain. 
The word “Colonial” Is repugnant, for po- 
litical reasons, to some members ‘of the 
Cabinet, because it smacks of imperialism, 
and it is probable that some other title will 
be adopted. The meaning, however, will 
be the same. 

Preliminary to recommendations to Con- 
gress on this subject, data are now being 
compiled concerning the control of colonies 
by foreign powers and the extension of 
our commerce into foreign fieids, and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and subordinate offi- 
wte's of the APministration are giving much 
thought and time to the detajis of the pro- 
pYeoe~ tw eypartment. 


American Consuls on duty in colonies bée- 
longing to foreign powers, especially those 
of Great Britain, are to be calied upon for 
full reports upon a list of questions now 
preparing for submission to them. Robert 

. Porier, who is looked upon as a probable 

head of the proposed cabinet office when 
created, will be consulted in regard to the 
p.ans for extending foreign commerce, 
which is to become a feature of the new 
de iment. 
resident McKinley's policy in regard to 
the future form of government 
Phillipines and Cuba is still undefined. 
ré.minary to the eetablishment of civil 
government, the Cabinet has concluded that 
there should be a new civil department, 
with a Cabinet officer at its head, to in- 
augurate and have control of the new gov- 
ernments which sooner or later must be 
formed. A Cabine: offiter thus explains the 
necessity for such a department: 
“At the present came there is no central 
head for the consideration of the multifari- 
ous questions constantly afising in connec- 
tion with Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and toe 
Philippines. The War Department has con- 
trol of these matters now, but thefe are 
many questions—financial, administrative, 
judicial, commercial and diplomatic—whitch 
our army officers are not competent to deal 
with and ovteht not to be required to pass 
upon, A&B Matters go now, there is a diepo- 
sition to shift from one department to an- 
other, and from one bureau to another, to 
escape responsibi.ity for settling intricate 
and get eet questions. 

“A territorial form of government for 
Porto Rico and, Hawaii has ai been 
agreed upon, and there is little doubt that 
the next Congress will pass measures in 
this direction. The President told a friend 
the other day that he favored a govern- 
ment for Porto Rico stmilar.to that of Ari- 
zona, and that if it were in his nower he 
would appoint a civil Governor for Porto 
Rico at once without Waiting for legisiation 
by Congress. 

“As/for Cuba it will be impossible to 
have any 6ther form of government than 
the present military one until] the people of 
the island have taken stéps for the férma- 
tion ofa civil government which the United 
States can recognize. 

“From the ijlittle progréss that is being 
made in this direction we are beginning to 
doubt tf affairs Will #5 shape themselves ib 
Cuba as to enable the President at the com. 
ing session of Congress to intelligently 
outline a future policy for the United States 
to pursue. ‘ 

“"The isiand is now ripe for c‘vil govern- 
ment. But how ie fit to applied? 

“The President’s hands are tied. Under 
the act of Congress he is required, after the 
pacification of the island, to leave the gor- 
ernment and control of the isiand to its 
eople. It has been he that the President 
as mo legislative authority to keep military 
forces In Cuba after the treaty of peace 
was ratified. but the forces have been held 
there, and the President, if nec@ssary, can 
take the ‘echnical ground thes the ‘pacifi- 
cation’ of the island wilil not be complete 
until there is a ‘stable and indapendent 
government of the people therein,’ as con- 
templated by the title of the resdlution 
adopted by Congress. Thus u see the 
President must waft, under the terms of 
the act of Congress, for the people of the 
island to é@stablish a stable government 
which he can recognize. It is high time 
that the people were getting togeher In 
convention for the purpoee of drawing up 
reliminary to a lar vote 
as to the kind of government they want. 
Until this is done and a s'abie government 
is elected, or the people of the Isiands have 
voted for Annexation to the United 8Statee 
or the American Congress has directed 
otherwise, the President will be constrained 
to maintain a military government § in 


Cuba. 

“Thou the War Department will, [n all 
probability, remain In the main in nominal 
control of Cuba for some time to come, 
there will be many questions arising that 
ought to be passed upon by the proposed 
new colonial department. he same may 
be sald of the Philippines. The collection 
and dietribution of the revenue of those 
islards, age@regatin already §2.000,000 a 
month in the two places, ought to go into 
the hands of experts with a proper sys- 
tem of accounting under a single ctvillan 
head. No one doubts the honerty of the 
atmy officers who are now performing this 
duty, but it is unfair to the officera and 
dangerous for the rovernment to open wide 
the doors fof wrongdoing."

Aguinaldo Mobilizes Another 
Northera Army. 


HE THREATENS SAN FERNANDO. 


M’ARTHUR IS READY AND HOPES 
THEY WILL ATTACK. 


The Filipino Chieftain Has Taken the 
Field and- Now Commands the 
Forces Formerly Led by 
Gen. Luna. 


MANILA, June 23.—Aguinaldo has taken 
the field at the head of Gen. Luna's army, 
and has massed the largest force of Fili- 
pinos yet mobilized in the island, bring- 
ing in 2000 fre#h warriors from the region 
of Antipolo. 

The number of the Filipinos is unknown, 

Hie movements indicate that his purpose 
is to attack and again attempt to retake 
San. Fernando, held by the division under 
Gen. McArthur. 

This Filipino movement is harrassing, as 
it compels the Americans to be constantly 
ou the alert to repel expected attack and 
necessitates “tee ge on their arms. 

McArthur hepes they will attack and af- 
ford his men a chance to meet the enemy 
in the opea, instead of wading through 
Swamps to catch them. 

So far only two of our men, members of 
the 17th Infantry, have been Wounded in 
the nightly firing that takes placé along 
the front of the American sition. 

Railway trains between Manila and San 
Fernando have been st for several 
days, while permanent repa:re were being 
made to the br.dges along the route, but 
to-day traffic was resumed. 

The transport Centennial, which has ar- 
rived here, had an exciting experience while 
rounding Point Engano on the northern 
coast of Luzon, on her way to this purt. 
She struck a rock on Wedyesday and re- 
mained fast for several hours, during 
which time she was surrounded by swarms 
of natives, in canoes, who became menac- 
ing. Capt. Bague. who commanded the 
transport, was compelled to throw over- 
board a hundred tons of supplies in order 
to lighten the ship sufficiently to get_her 
afloat. Before this was effected the Fili- 
inos had towed the cases ashore and were 

hting over the spoils.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., June 23.—Dr. Bray- 
ton of Indianapolis, sent by the State 
Board of Health to investigate, with Dr. 


Spalding .of Chicago, the noted smallpox 
expert, the disease prevailing at Shipse- 
wana, pronounces it smalipox. Thére are 
2200 exposures in Valparaiso, principally 
among the normal echool students, and it 
is expected that within a few days the dis- 
ease will make itself apparent. Nearly a 
dozen are reported at Shipsewana. 

It was decided not to close the school, 
but to quarantine the city. Gov. Mount has 
sent $1000 to be used In stamping out small- 
pox. The disease Was brought to the 
echool from Mississipp! in March and was 
prorounced chicken pox. The students 
freely mingled with each other. At Ship- 
sewana the citizens are terror-stricken and 
making endeavors to leave the place, but 
are driven back from surround. ng cities.

“IT have avoided committing myself here- 
tofore, because I wanted opportunity § to 
talk with the General first. ut all along 
Gen. Alger has been my personal choice for 
Senator. I wired him at Petoskey, asking 
him if I could see him in Detroit on his way 
back to Wash.ngton. In reply he arrang > 
to meet me tast evening. Of course. I 
can't speak for my friends, but those I 
have taiked with ars Alger men beyond 4il 
question, They cannot support Senator Mc- 
Millan. They certainly cannot be classed as 
friends of mine if they do. They cannot for- 
get eight years of political history in a day, 
nor can they ilve with the representatives 
of ‘judic‘ous combinations’ and unequal tax- 
ation and pretend at the 8ame timé to be 
friends of equal and just taxation und foes 
to trusts.

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As a Director of the Columbian Exposition, in Charge of 
the Concessions, His Experience Leads Him to De- 
clare Emphatically That the Fair Accom- 
plished Wonders for the,City by 
the Lake.

CHICAGO, June 2.—Pver since Chicago 
held its World's Fair in 1893, business men 
here have been confronted with the querry: 
If another World’s Fair project were 
broached, either heré or in another city, 
would you, in the light of your experience 
here, favor or discourage it? 

There is one man in Chicago, in particu- 
lar, to whom this question comes home 
very strongly just now. He has 4 big 
wholesale house here, and another in St. 
Louis. He not only went through Chicago § 
World’s Fair year, as did others of this 
city’s merchants, but he gave time, money 
and unlimited zeal, energy and business 
gagacity to the project. He knows what a 
World's Fair means, in every sense of the 
word—its successes, its failures, its tri- 
umphs, its trials, its cost and its profits. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent asked E4- 
ward B. Butler of the Butler Bros.’ Co., de- 
partment store, merchandise dealers, of 
New York, Chicago and St. Louls: 

“Would you, in the light of your ¢X- 
perience in Chicago with its World's Fair, 
as a St. Louis man also, favor another ep 
position to be held there?” 

“Yes, sir; most emphatically I would!” 
was the unqualified reply. And a heavy 
thump of his desk by his fist added weight 
to his words. 

Now that is a pretty strong, unequivocal 
statement, It came from a man whose 
business was interested probably as much 


as any one’s in Chicago, in the exposition 
of 1893. It came after six years of ex- 
perience, as the ripe judgment not only of 
@ man who had been through the work in- 
cidental to a World’s Fair, but of one who 
was confronted with another great ordeal 
—not 80 severe a one probably, because he 
will not be on the ground and there are no 
signs of another panic in 198—but an ordeal 
to his business, disguise it as you may. 
Yet, in the hght of experience during and 
since the Columbian Exposition, Mr. But- 
ler is not ohly willing to have another fair 
in a city in which he is interested, but he 
Wants one there, and he says 580, too. 

Bdward B. Butler is a fine type of the 
shrewd, young, business man of to-day. 
He is above the medium gsize, he dresses 
well and evidently he gets all there is out 
of his living. He black hair, with a 
few gray streaks in it, a heavy dark mus- 
tache and a round, full face. His manner 
is impressive and earnest; his eye’s keen- 
ness ie but the Index of his mind. He has 
been more than successful in his chosen 
Voeation; his house is known all over the 
country, and for some years he has been 
considered one of the leaders in Chicago's 
anercantile circles, 


Director Butler’s Opinion. 

Mr. Butler was not only a director of the 
fair, but he was chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee and of the Com- 
mittee on Admissions and Conces- 
gions. During the fair he practically 


threw his business aside and devoted his 
whole time to his committee work. Along 
with such men as H. N. Higinbotham, 
George A, Davis, Ferdinand Peck, J. A. F. 
Skiff and D. H. Burnham he abandoned 
everything for one great enterprise, and 
he was no small factor in its ultimate won- 
derful success. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent found 
Mr. Butler at his desk in his warehouse in 
Adams street. He waa just opening his 
mail, but he became interested at once in 
the subject broached—the advisability of a 
world’s fair in St. Louls—and pushed aside 
his business to give his attention to it, as 
he had done before to make Chicago's fair 
a world’s wonder. 

“There is a great deal to take into con- 
sideration in talking about Chicago’s Ex- 

osition and using it as a basis of estimates 
tor others,”’ said he. “In the first place, 
we were doing an entirely new thing. We 
had nothing to work on. The Centennial 
Exposition of 1876 afforded us no informa- 
tion: it was 17 years old; neither did the 

ne in Paris in 1889 : it was too far away. 

e had absolutely no guide; we had to 
strike out into new fields, into undiscovered 
countries; we had to experiment and to 
create. 

“Perhaps, after all, thet is why we made 
it so great a success. It was unique, un- 
usual. It copes nothing in any way. But 
it was a difficult task to make a new thing 
when we didn’t know among ourselves 
what we were making! However, we ob- 
tained the ‘best men we could; we gave 
time and money to it and we made it @ 
success. 

Pht sping the fair from the point of Chi- 
cago’s gain, I must divide the benefits be- 
tween ethical and material. All Chic 
does that—and you can judge a Chicagoans 
mental caliber by which word he uses first. 
As a result of the fair we have a Field 
Columbian Museum, for one thing. I don't 
think I need go into detalls on it; the ooun- 
try knows ite ecope and its value. We 

ained Jackson Park and the Midway. We 

came a city of the world. No town in 
the United States is so well known abroad 
to-day. Chicago is the word_in almost 
every language on the globe. We had the 
cream of the nations as our guests; we 
became by that one year @ , cosmopolis. 
Ien’t that worth working for?’ 


Fair’s Effect on Business. 

Mr. Butler ewung back in his office ohafr 
and smiled. Continuing he said: 

“As to business, I do not like to talk on 
that subject. I will say that the fair did 
not do my own firm eny good. That is 
easily explained; you must remember that 

gave up my own business almost entirely. 
DA owever, of simply turning it over 
to some one else and abandonin it ab- 
solutely, I kept the nomina! head of it. But 

t had no actual head, and it went down 
hill. How much the panic had to do with 
it, I cannot say. Every man must estimate 


hat for himeelf."’

very thing Mr. ’Butler’s words were given

“But I do _ think,” he added, “that 
the Fair helped ‘Chicago to face the finan- 
cial storms and weather them. Chicago is- 
sued no clearing house checks. Like St. 
Louis, it paid cash. Of this we are proud. 

“There was a vast influx of visitors here 
and many of them were foreigners. They 
came to see not only the fair, but the city. 
They did see both, and were as much 
pleased with the one as with the other. 
As a consequence, Chicago’s trade broad- 
ened and expanded, and her goods became 
known in lands where heretofore the city’s 
name was unheard of. Chicago manufact- 
learned to make what the foreigr 
trade demanded; the foreign trade learned 
to know and appreciate the new things 
that Chicago had to sell, and so the Fair 
was of mutual benefit. 

“The Fair brought many new factories 
to Chicago—how many I cannot say—and 
it added new chimneys to old ones. It 
gave us new industries. Men came here and 
Saw our needs; they saw what we made 
and what we bought already made; they 
Faw where it was cheaper to build and 
make here than to ship in the finished pro- 
duct, and they bought sites and put up fac- 
tories and added to our list of home goods. 
Our own plants showed what they made 
and visitors saw and bought and entered 
into trade relations, and the plants en- 
larged and expanded, and so the town 
benefited in both ways and in @ perma- 
nent fashion as well. 

“In our own country Chicago became a 
city to be proud of. The East ceased to 
sneer at the town and the West began to 
appreciate its own metropolis. Chicagorhas 
grown steadily from that time on; it is 
past the two million mark now and is still 
growing. Much of that increase was due 
to the World’s Fair and the desire it im- 
planted in the breasts of thousands to

Only One Bad Effect. 

“The Fair had one bad effect—one we 
cannot appreciate fully yet, that few have 
seen; still one that is creeping over us 
stealthily but steadily.

Mr. Butler hesitated and seemed reluctant 
to continue. Then he resumed: 

Yet it is better. I refer to an opinion— 
I notice it especially among some of the 
wholesale men—that folks must come here 
to trade, and that the old-time ‘hustling’ 
for them is not necessary. It seems to be 
a sort of apathy, a letting down. The for- 
mer energy that made ‘Chicago’ a synonym 
for ‘I will!’ is lacking; the sap seems to 
be out of things.

“That Friday afternoon, after the di- 
vorce was granted, Mr. Sullivan, from De 
Lancey Nichols’ office in New York, came 
to Greenwich, unknown at the time to me, 
and called on Dr. Barrows.

Barrows that he understood arrangements 
had been made through me to marry the 
couple Saturday morning.

IN ANTARCTIC SEAS. 


Dr. Cook Tells cf the Discoveries Mad:> 
by the Belgica Expedition. 

NEW YORK, June 23.--Among the passen- 
gers who arrived to-day on board the 
steamer Buffen from Rio Janeiro was Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook of the Belgica Antartie 
expedition. Dr. Cook satd: ‘“‘The Belgica 
expedition was organized in part by the 
Beigian Government. and in part by pri- 
vate subscription. I accompanied the ex- 
pedition as surgeon and anthropologist. 
Briefiy, our itenerary was as follows: 
Leaving Staten Island, Land of the South- 
ern Seas on Jan. 1, 1898, we proceeded di- 
rectly for Cape ‘Horn, taking soundings di- 
Near dl south from this polnt to the South 
Shetiand Islands, passing through this 
group to ‘Palmer Land, we entered Palmer 
Land through Hughes’ Gulf, which we 
found was not a gulf but @ strait as long 
as Magellan and somewhat wider. We spen: 
about two weeks surveying Hughes’ Gulf 
and finally emerged Into the Pacific, and 
proceeded along the west border or coast 
of Grahams Land until we entered the main 
body of pack ice west of Alexander Isiand. 
We passed og the pack ice about nine 
miles south until we were frozen in. The 
vessel thus frozen In the pack ice remained 
fast for 13 months, during which we drifted 
2000 miles to and fro, and finally emerged 
into clear water at 108 west longitude. We 
then returned directly to Punta Arenas.”’

They Differ Widely on Many Ques- 
tions, But Agree that this Officer 
Shall Have Justice.

PARIS, June 23.—The new French Cabi- 
net is regarded as favorable to Dreyfus. It 
is composed of strong men, but some of 
them differ widely on questions off national 
policy outside of justice for Dreyfus. Gen. 
de Gallifet ts a general reactionaire, Sena- 
tor Waldeck-Rousseau is a moderate Re- 
publican, De Lanessan is a Deputy and rad- 
ical Socialist, Monis is a Senator and mod- 
ern anti-Radical, Delcasse is a Deputy and 
moderatist, Millerand is a Deputy and 
the chief Socialist of the party in France, 
Caillaux is a Deputy and moderatist. Ley- 
gues is a Deputy and moderatist, Pierre 
Baudin is a Deputy and a radical Socialist, 
Decrais is a Senator, moderatist and former 
Ambassador of France to Vienna, Jean 
Dupuy is a Senator and progressive Repub- 
lican. 

The placing of Gallifet at the head of the 
War Office is meant to show that if there 
have been some rascais in the army, the 
majority of the French officers deserve re- 
epect and are loyal and advocate justice. 
The General is rewarded as pro-English. He 
is the most intimate and oldest friend of 
the Prince of aVales in France. He has 
championed thé cause of Col. Pigguart, 
who. in turn, has championed Dreyfus. 
He has no sympathy with the anti-Drey- 
fus and anti-revisionist ring of Generals 
and field officers. He is one of the few 
Generals who has kept his ekirts clear in 
all this terrible military scandal, and is 
celebrated as probably the most famous 
cavalry General in Purope. He has been a 
member of the Supreme Council of War, 
is on the retired list, and after having 
been the ald-de-camp of Napoleon IIIE., be- 
came the most intimate friend of Gambetta. 
M de Crais. the new Minister of the Colo- 
nies. was for many years Ambassador in 
London, where he has many warm friends, 
while M. de Lanessan, who becomes Minis- 
ter of Marine, has always spoken strongly 
in favor of an understanding with England 
in preference to an alliance with Russia.

The State Convention Makes Little 
Progress because of Contesting 
Delegations. 


cratic State Convention met at 9:30 a. m., 
and after the adoption of eulogistic resolu- 
tions: in memory of the late Richard P. 
Biand of Missouri, took a recess until 4 
o'clock this afternoon, to await the report 
of the Committee on Credentials. 

The Committee on Credentials labored 
with the 357 contested seats on which it had 
to pass until long after midnight, and then 
left its task unfinished, Most of the country 
cistrict swere disposed of but the 70 seats of 
Jefferson County, in which the Louisville 
districts are located, were not taken up. 
Last night's committee work: developed 
some sharp differences, and the certainty of 
majority and minority reports: from several 
of the miost important committees. 

The majority of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions has drawn up a platform indorsing 
Wm. J. Bryan for the Presidential nomina- 
tion in 1900, and Cc. 8. Blackburn for 
United States Senator; making free silver 
again the prominent issue; reaffirming the 
Chicago piatform in its entirety, and con- 
taining a strong anti-trust plank. The dif- 
ference of opinion in the committee arose 
over an indorsement of the Goebel election 
law, the majority favoring it. In regard to 
the policy to be pursued in dealing with the 
néw possessions, the majority is conserva- 
tive. The war with Spain to secure the 
liberty of Cuba is sustained, but the Ad- 
ministration is condemned for its conduct of 
the campaign in the Philippines. The State 
administration is condemned for alleged cor- 
rupt methods and inefficiency. Other meas- 
ures recommended are legislation inst 
the railroads, especially discriminat s in 
rates and against any combination to se- 
cure a monopoly of school books, 

The fight between the three candidates 
for the nomination for Governor 1s bemeg 
warm.y waged, with advantage with the 
Goebel-Stone faction, which controls the 
organization and the probability that one of 
these gentlemen will be nominated.

CONTRACTORS ARE ALARMED sell 
JUDGE PHILIPS’ DECISION. 


SPECIAL TAX BILLS NOT VALID. 


But the State Supreme Court and the 
Court of Appeals Have Declared 
the Tax Bills Constitutional. 


The decision of Judge Philips of Kansas 
City that tax bills for street im- 
provement are invalid, as published in 
Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, created con- 


sternation among contractors even greater 
than was created among city officials 

In addition to W alleys and 16 streets, 
which have been recently constructed and 
Which have been only partialiy paid for, 
there are about 30 streets and a dozen al- 
leys now !n Gouree of reconstrution, and the 
contractors are confronted by the prospect 
of not being paid for the work 

Contractors who do work for the city 
are the last people in the world to view 
with equanimity a suggestion to work for 
nothing. So there was a bot of deep think- 
ing and a scurryinng for legal advice. 

Wne conurractor ordered his men to stop 
work Friday morning. The men of an- 
other, who were to begin work, were or- 
dered not to. 

The Heman Construction Co., who were 
constructing sidewalks on Hamilton ave- 
nue, between Cates avenue and Horton 
place and Pendleton avenue, between Sub- 
lette and Baston avenues, called off its 
men. The Skrainka Construction Co. or- 
dered its men not to begin granitoid work 
on Cote Brilliante avenue, between New- 
stead and Gora avenues. 

A large number of contractors called on 
Street Commissioner Varrelmann. Most of 
toem said they would consult their at- 
torneys and be guided by their advice. 

City Counselor Schnurmacher does not 
believe the decision will stand. He says 
the Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court have both ruled that the special tax 
bills are valid. 

He told John C. Heman this and Mr. 
Heman said hhe would order his men back 
to work on the strength of the City Coun- 
selor's opinion. P 

Mr. Varrelmann is irclined to think that 
the decision will stick. He thinks a spec- 
ial session of the Legislature should be 
called to amend the constitution so as to 
admit of St. Louis either increasing her 
bonded indebtedness or levying taxes in 
excess of the present Iimitation of 1 per 
cent.

There was no evidence to sup- 
port the theory that the fall was not an 
accident, and after keeping her in the mat- 
ron’s room several hours the police re- 
leased Katie. 

‘Katie and I did have a little fuss,” said 
Mrs. Coleman to the Post-Dispatch, “but 
that was some time before the accident. 
The police had no business arrestin er, 

“IT can hardly understand why Goldie did 
not get hurt. [ fell on my right side and 
baby was on the left. She didn't even cry 
as we struck the ground. The distance we 
fell was about @® feet. I think I’m pretty 
lucky that I wasn't killed.”’

In the line of this preventive legislation Missouri has a 
statute forbidding the capitalization of any corporation for 
more than $19.000,000. This law has stood in the way of the 
organization of irusts in this State. 

But when Gov. Stephens penned his answer to the Chicago 
Tribune the ink was hardly dry in his signature approving a 
special bill designed and lobbied through the legislature to 
legalize the unlimited capitalization of street railway proper- 
ties for the purpose of organizing a street railway trust. 

On Monday, June 19, Gov. Stephens signed the bill 
legalizing the unlimited issue of street railway stocks 
and bonds for trust purposes. 

On Wednesday, June 21, two days after, Gov.

CHEESB BALLS.—Whip white of one 
egg very stiff; add a pinch each of salt, red’ 


pepper and dry mustard; add sufficient 
grated cheese to make into little balls, Fry 
a golden brown in hot deep lard and serve 
at once with salad. 


PRUNE SOUFFLE.—Whites five eggs 
beaten very stiff, five tablespoons sugar, 


two cups stewed prunes; strain off juice; 
chop prunes fine; crack open stones and 
add kernels chopped; mix together. Bake 
twenty minutes and serve at once with 
whipped and sweetened cream. 


CREAM OF LIMA BEAN SOUP.—Cook 
one pint of good-sized lima beans in salted 


water until perfectly tender, and press 
through a colander, Add to them gradually 
one quart of milk; turn into a double boiler, 
and add a tablespoonful of grated onion, a 
bay leaf and a blade of mace. Rub to- 
gether one tablespoonful of butter and two 
of flour; add to the mixture; stir constantly 
until thick and smooth; put through a fine 
sieve; add a tablespoonful of salt, a dash 
of pepper, and the soup is ready to serve. 
White beans, such as kidney, or any of the 
fresh shell beans, may be used in the same 
way. The ag yee may be changed: cel- 
ery salt may be added in the place of a bay 
leaf, or a single clove may be added. 


RHUBARB JELLY WITH WHIPPED 


CREAM.—To one quart of prepared rhu- 
barb allow one pint of sugar and one scant 
box of gelatine. Soak the gelatine in one 
cupful of cold water, and stew the rhubarb 
gently until very tender. Add the softened 
gelatine, stir until dissolved and rub 
through a sieve. Pour into a wetted border 
mold and set away to stiffen. In serving 
turn out on a platter and fill the center 
with whipped cream. 


KUCHEN.—One-half of a pound of sugar, 
One-quarter of a pound of butter, one pint 
of molasses, one-eighth of a teaspoonful of 
sal, two teaspoonfuls of baking soda dis- 
solved in a little boiling water, one scant 
tablespoonful of any mixed ground spices 
preferred, flour to make a stiff dough. Mix 
thoroughly together, cover and set aside 
for *wo or three hours, then roll out, cut 
into cakes and bake In moderate oven. If 
desired they may be glazed with a water 
icing.—Table Talk.

A score of 8t. Louis policemen went over 
to Belleville Thursday and actually made 
a catch.

Chief Obst turned to the chapter on 
“How to Make a Raid,”’ and read: “‘When 
the place has been surrounded break ji 
with drawn revolvers and let none escape. 

It was plain that. he would have to wait 
until winter if he was to break into Lake 
Christine, but he shouted “‘Charge!’ and 
the police rushed in with drawn revolvers. 
The fish concealed themselves in deep 
water. 

Chief Obst became excited and remarked: 
“Dam it!” his was wholly irrelevant, as 
the lake was dammed a long time ago. 

The Chief was disgusted. “You fellers 
couldn't ketch the measies,”” he said cyni- 
cally, and strode back to town. The police 
force foliowed, explaining to each other how 
it happened. 

Probably to humillate his sleuths, Chief 
Obst sent a riot call to Chief Camp- 
bell. Thursday the St. Lou's Chief assigned 
nearly two dozen of his bravest men to go 
out to Belleville and capture those fisn, 

They went to Beileville on an electric car 
and were stealthily taken from there to the 
vicinity of the lake ina band wagon 

The lake was again surrounded. The St. 
Louis policemen did not make a rush. They 
were all in plain clothes and they were able 
to get up to the fish without arousing sus- 
picion. In a few hours they had “pinched” 
1M of the biggest fish tn the lake. The cap- 
tives were handcuffed to a string, much 
after the fashion of a chain gang. 

When they were ready to go, the string 
was attached to a peg in the stern of the 
boat. In the middle of the lake the helms- 
man accidentally broke off the peg and the 
strime of fish, with merry flings of their 
tails, scooted away to deep water. 

The fisherman who getsa “bite’’ from one 
of that string and begins to puil will be 
very likely to give currency to @ sea ser- 
pent story.

Man Charged With Fraud, on Account 
of Whom His Father Killed 
Himself, Is Defiant. 


It is 4n uncommon thing for a man in 
jail charged with fraud, seeing in thought 
the doors of the penitentiary just ahead 
of him, to disown his relatives, admit the 
family connection with law-abiding people 
and say that he has no regard for them 
and cares nothing for their interest in him. 
Ordinarily a man in jail ageks all the rela- 
tionship that he can claim. 

J. Marshall, who was held for the 
grand jury Thursday on three charges of 
fraud, renounced his brother in the jail 
I'riday morning. 

_Tne brother is W. T. Marshall of 2940% 
Chestnut street, who attempted Thursday 
a ae his relationship with the man in 


ail. 

Tho father of the brothers, John H. Mar- 
shall, committed suicide at Henderson, Ky., 
Wednesday night. This event created a 
tangle about the relationship of the St. 
Louis Marshalls referred to in the notes 
written by the father before he shot h.m- 
self. As related in the Post-Dispatch of 
Thursday, the suicide informed the world 
through one of his last notes that the dis- 
grace brought about by his children was 
the cause for his determination to die. 

Wheen this information reached St, Louts 
W. J. Marshall of 2940% Chestnut street 
called at the Post-Dispatch office and said 
the wanted to deny the statement that J. 
H. Marshall, who is in the St. Louis jall, 
was his brother. He also stated that an 
error in the publication regarding the ar- 
rest of J. H. Marshall, which appeared !n 
a Henderson (Ky.) paper was the true 
cause of his father's suicide. 

The photograph of the suicide was re- 
produced in the Post-Dispatch of Thurs- 
day. The original picture was shown to 
the J. H. Marshall.in jail Friday morning. 
“That is the pieture of my father,” sald 
Marshall. He also identified the handwrit- 
ing on the back of the photograph as the 
chirography of his father.
